Within two or three days the meas- 
ure will come up for final passage in 
the senate, and if adopted will be 
ready for the governor's signature. 

The first victory of the bill’ was 
before ‘the corporations committee of 
the house. The house then passed 
the measure unanimously and trans- 
mitted it to the senate. 

Members of‘city council and others 
appeared before the senate commit- 
tee in behalf of the bill, while Rep- 
resentative Ernest Bentley, of Ful- 
ton; Park Commissioner H. C. Blake 
and Attorney E. F. Childress spoke 
against it. 


Bentley’s Amendment. : 

Mr. Bentley offered an amendment ; 
calling for a referendum at the gen- 
eral election in December to vote 
_separately on proposed abolishment 
of the police, park, health and water 
boards. He also introduced an amend- 
ment placing the cost of supplying 
free textbooks for the public school 
children of Atlanta on city council. 

Senator Manson, by request, pre- 
sented an amendment calling for elec- 
tion of all council committees by the 
general council, instead of their ap- 
pointment by the mayor. 

Speaking against the bill Represent- 
ative Bentley told the committee that 
the people of Atlanta had no choice 
in the matter of voting for the ebol- 
ishment of boards, that” a vote in 
favor of the old charter, as amended, 
was a vote to do away with all the 
boards, which was by no means the 
wish of the majority. He declared 
that the amendments were “hatched 
up by city council” without consulting 
the public. 

Holloway’s Position. 

Representative Holloway was the 
first speaker. He stated that the 
only opposition he had heard to the 
bill eame from Mr. Bentley, who, for 
some reason best known to himself, 
was against it, and Judge Hillyer, 
who has stood out as an obstruction- 
ist of every good thing that has been 
proposed for this city.” 

Representative Virlyn Moore spoke 
briefly, stating that the bill contained 
nothing illegal, wrong or vicious, that 
the charter had been indorsed by the 
people and any opposition to it now 
was nothing but absurd. 

The next spéaker, Councilman 
Claude Ashley, said:e ‘These boards 
have been a sore spét in the city of 
Atlanta for years. They've taken the 
government out of the people’s hands. 
The people can’t get at the boards 
but th<y can their councilmanic rep- 
resentatives. The charter election was 
one of the biggest ever held in At- 
Janta. Over 13,000 votes were cast, 
more than 7.000 of them in favor of 
the charter embodied in this bill. 
Every one of those voters ‘asked you 
to abolish the boards.” 

Councilman Edgar Watkins, au- 
thor of the Watkins city-manager plan 
which was defeated in the charter 
election, was presert to add his sup- 
port to the charter bill. “The only 
issue.” he sala, “is whether you are 
going to give the people of Atlanta 
what they want or what Mr. Bentley 
wants.” \ 

Does Not Live in City. j 

Councilman J. R. Nutting made the 
point that Mr. Bentley does not live 
in Atlanta and does not vote in the 
city. Inreply Mr.Bentley said he had 
only been cut of the city six months 
and prior to that time from childhood 
he has been a resident of the city. 

Alderman W. ©. Davis and J. P. 
Haunson, chairman of the city demo- 
cratic executive committee, also spoke 
for the bill. The executive committee 


so carefully cultivated by “cubs” van- 
ished a moment later, however, when 
he was told:

A majority said they did not 
think it dangerous t6 bathe in the | 
pools, while. others said flatly that) 
they have instructed their patients not 
to enter them. 

Dr. Hugh M. Lokey said that he 
has a few cases of eye, ear and nose 
infection under treatment which have 
been due to pool water, but he added 
that none of these cases was traceable 
to any specific disease and that a!) 
have been mild. 

Sees No Epidemic. 

“Some years ago I had several very 
severe cases of this kind,” he said, 
“but this year there has been no real 
severe trouble. I find no more infec- 
tion prevalent than is usual.” 

Asked if he objected to bathing in 
the city pools by his patients, he said 
that he would not object provided they 
are in normal physical conditiou. 

Dr. Arthur H. VanDyke said he 
had treated several cases of infection 
which he attributed to the pools. 
“However,” he added, “these are not 
more numerous than last year or any 
normal year.” 

Dr. W. E. Campbell declared he 
knows of no unusual situation with 
reference to insanitation. “I am not 
able to trace any cases of infection 
among my patients to polluted water.” 
he said. 

Dr. J. D. Thomson said he had met 
with no epidemic of eye and ear trou- 
ble and that he did not consider the 
pools as dangerous. 

Has Fewer Cases. 

Dr. E. D. Crawford declared he has 
fewer cases of infection now than for 
some time past, adding that he saw 
no danger in public bathing. 

On the other hand, Dr. E.\C. Rush- 
ing stated that he, has encountered 
many cases of infection directly trace- 
able to the bathing places and that he 
considered it very unwise to enter the 
pools. “I have advised all my pa- 
tients to keep out of them,” he added. 

Another prominent paysician who 
asked that his name be withheld, said 
he had encountered practically no in- 
fection trouble and thought the pools 
were “not as bad as they are painted.” 

Several of the physicians expressed 
the opinion that Dr. Roy’s suggestion 
that all bathers be examined in order 
that these infected with social or oth- 
er diseases might be barred was an 
excellent one, but they were inclined 
to doubt if such a measure could be 
enforced. 

Dr. Roy, it will be remembered, sev- 
eral days ago declared that eye, nose 
and ear infection was widespread 
among his patients, and that the epi- 
demic is traceable to pollution of the 
public pools. He urged that medieal 
examinations be made compulsory for 
all bathers. 

Sensational Letter. 

His statement followed a sensation- 
al letter to the mayor from a ecitizen 
who declared the pools are in a dan- 
gerous state of insanitation and are 
actually a menace to the general 
health of the city. 

Dr. E. C. Link, assistant city bac- 
teriologist, stated Thursday that tests 
of the waters of Grant park pool made 
at the first of the week showed it to 
be in excellent condition so far as bac- 
teria are concerned, 

“IT am now engaged in making thver- 
ough tests of the other pools,” he add- 
ed, “and will be able to report mv 
findings when these are completed. I 
am of the opinion that the pools are 
perfectly safe for bathers.”

Is for Abolition of Fee 
System and Tax Equal- 
ization Law— Opposes 
Bond Issue.

Washington, July 27.—(By Consti- 
tution Leased Wire.)—Showr recent 
statements from Governor Hardwick 
concerning his alleged activities in the 
governor’s race, Senator Thomas BE. 
Watson, Georgia, today declared that 
he had “no desire to be brought in on 
the state political question this year,” 
and that it was his intention to re- 
frain from personal participation so 
far as possible. 

The Georgia senator said his in- 
terest in political affairs of the state 
rested only in the hope that the peo- 
ple would voice sentiment for those is- 
sues which he has advocated for a 
number of years. Beyond expressing 
the hope that the people will in- 
dorse those candidates, both in the 
governor's race and other legislative 
offices, who favor the issues named, 
Senator Watson refused to go. 

“Foremost among these issues,” the 
Georgia senator asserted, “are the fee 
system, the tax equalization law, and 
the proposed bond issue for public 
highways.” 

Aguinst Fee System. 

Senator Watson said tkat in his 
opinion the present fee system, as in 
force in a twumber of offices in the 
State, was u total “farce” and that 
he favored “absolute abolition” of 
the system, putting the office-holders 
on a salary basis instead. 

“The fee system should be abolished 
and removed by the people of Geor- 
gia forever,” / Senator Watson de- 
clared, adding that any canidate who 
advocated that program should re- 
ceive the full support of the people. 

He described the present tax equali- 
zation law as an “inefficient and in- 
competent” measure, which should be 
abolished, he said. Its application was 
not just in many cases, he said, and 
was deserving of public censure. 

Unchanged on Bonds. 

Referring to the proposed bond is- 
sue, the junior senator stated that 
he had expressed himself against that 
question several times before and that 
his position was understood through- 
out the state. 

One of the most vital issues before 
the people of the state at this time, 
he said, was the proposed income tax 
law, to which he is opposed, declaring 
that he believed the tax burdens of the 


state were too heavy now for further 
unpositions. 

The Georgia senator also reiterated 
his views on the “free school book 
question.” 

“I think it is the solemn duty of 
the legislature to pass laws providing 
every school boy and girl in the state 
of Georgia with free textbooks,” he 
sfid. “This is nothing more than the 
constitution of the state intends 
and it is a matter which has been 
neglected since our constitution was 
first framed.” 

To Stay Out. 

Attempts of persons in the. state 
to have him take a personal hand in 
the political question would be futile, 
Senator Watson said. 

“I do not intend to be drawn in on 
their fights any more than to hope 
the people will give recognition to 
those -issues which I believe to be to 
the best interest of the people.” 

‘The senator has been suffering from 
further attacks of bronchitis for the 
past several days but appeared to be 
some better today.

Philadelphia, July 27.—Powerful 
influences, governmental and other-

Lewis, head of the United Mine Work- 
ers, would not indicate today where 
and how these influences are being 
exerted, but he let it be known in 
a public statement that he had “ev- 
ery reason:to believe that an inter- 
state joint conference of the central 
competitive fields will be arrange? 
within a few days.” 

Mr. Lewis expressed this belief aft- 
er two days of conferring with the 
district presidents of the union from 
western Pennsylvania, Ohio and In- 
diana. This territory. and [Illinois 
comprise the central competitive fields. 
Illinois was not represented at the 
meetings. 

It was made known by union lead- 
ers that as soon as they have as- 
surance That sufficient tonnage will 
be represented at an interstate con- 
ference to make a basic wage scale 
possible, a call for the meeting will

Union Optimistic. 

Union leaders here today appeared 
to be optimistic, Lee Hall. president 
of the Ohio miners, said the opera- 
tors of his state were willing to 
enter an interstate conference. Oth- 
ers said they felt sucl. a conference 
would soon be held and predicted that 
operators who refused to enter the 
meeting would fal! in line when they 
found their business going to compa- 
hies that had resumed the mining 


of coal. 

If a conference is called soon, it 
was said, among the union leaders that 
the operators would go into the meet- 
ing with a tacit understanding that 
they would not demand a reduction 
in the wage scale that expired March 


31. 
“Miners Have Won.” 

In this connection the statement 
of President Lewis said that “it is 
undoubtedly true. that to all pur- 
poses and effect the mine workers 
have won their present strike, and it 
is almost universally recognized in 
industrial and _ financial circles 
througholt the country that no wage 
reduction can be applied in the min- 
in, industry.” 

There were nv developments in the 
anthracite situation teddy, so fur as 
could be learned. It is understoas, 
however, that as soun as a definite 
move is made toward a settlement in 
the soft coal fields, some action 
toward ending the suspension in the 
bard coal regions can be looked for. 

President Lewis and other district 
presidents read with apparent satis- 
faction the calling off of the proposed 
miners convention in Lllinois. The 
miners’ chief had no comment to make. 


OPERATORS DENY 
MEETING PENDS. 

Washington, July 27.—Officials of 
the National Coal association said to- 
night they had been authorized by Al- 
fred M. Ogle, president of that or- 
ganization, to deny any report that 
a meeting of operators of the “cen- 
tral’ competitive field” was in pros- 
pect, looking to an end of the soft 
coal strike.

“(3) Publie roads. I am in favor 
of a good public road system and 1n- 
dorse the recent act of congress ap- 
propriating $2,000,000 annuaily to the 
state of Georgia for the purpose of 
improving our highways, and as re- 
quired by the act of congress, the pres- 
ent general assembly should enact 
legislation necessary to match the 
same, and if further appropriations 
are passed by congress, I favor the 
state contributing an equal amount so 
as to obtain the full benefit of the 
national appropriations, to pay the 
expenses of collection and maintain 
the roads, the automobile tag tax to 
be credited on this fund as now pro- 
vided by the state law.

No. 41—Stuart Period “Leather” 
Chairs. 

A little before the middle of the 
seventeenth century, when chairs 
were no longer kept for heads of fam- 
ilies only and were. becoming more 
and more numerous and taking the 
places of benches and stools, a type 
known as the “leather” chair was in 
much favor. 

The cut shows a good example of 
the Stuart “leather” chair made about 
1650. They were called “leather” 
chairs because the seat and upper part 
of the back were upholstered with 
leather, studded with nails. Frequent- 
ly, instead of leather, some _ other 
strong, heavy material was used for 
upholstery. The front legs and front 
stretcher were turned, while the batk 
legs and other stretchers were plain. 
Chairs of this type were not only 
Strong and durable, but were also 


much easier and cheaper to make 
than the heavy “wainscot” chairs. It 
was therefore natural that there 
should be a greater number of them. 
Judging from the old inventories, they 
were common throughout the Ameri- 
can colonies. Oak and other kinds 
of wood were used for making them. 
Chairs of this type are being re- 
produced and are especially appro 
priate for use in dining rooms and li- 
braries. Good, robust proportions are 
necessary to give this sort of chair its 
proper style. Avoid reproductions 
that are flimsy-looking.

WHEN MENDING DAY COMES. 
Of course, if you like mending— 
but honestly, did a housewife ever 
like mending? 
If you don’t like it then use your 
brains beforehand and see how greatly 


a 


you can reduce the amount of mending 
to be done by a little forethought. 

Stocking that fit properly wear 
very much longer than those that do 
not. This means that they should be 
a trifle longer than needed, but not 
too wide. y ali means the length 
of the leg should be sufficient. Make 
a practice of measuring your stockings 
to see that you are getting them long 
enough. If you are tall or stout, then 
buy extra size stockings. They cost 
a little more and wear very much bet- 
ter if you n them. 

Another thing about stockings. If 
stockings are worn only once or twice 
between washings their life is greatly 
prolonged. Sand and street dust ac- 
cumulate in stockings which wear 
them out more quickly than anything 
else, so you should always change 
stockings after a country or dusty 
walk and not wear them again until 
after they have been washed. More- 
over, new stockings should always be 
washed before they are worn and silk 
stockings should be washed as soon 
as possible after they are taken off. 

Children’s clothes may be made with 
a minimum of buttons. Little boys’ 
suits that are made with trousers but- 
toning on an underwaist and a smock 
or middy blouse need have few or no 
buttons, and little girls’ frocks may be 
made to slip over the head or to fasten 
with lacings in a variety of ways. 
The buttons on underwaists are at- 
tached by means of tapes and these 
withstand the hardest wear.

Notice to Shop Employees of 
Central of Georgia Railway Company 


Savannah, Georgia, July 27, 1922. 
To the Shop Forces of the Central of Georgia Railway Company: 


On June 19th I appealed to You to vote against the impending strike of your crafts. Neverthe 
less the strike was called by your leaders and many of you left our service. The management believes 
that in repudiating the wage decision of the Labor Board you have been badly advised. Few of us are 
fortunate enough to have issues affecting our lives always decided in our favor and I believe it would 
have been the better part for you to have accepted the recent decision of the United States Railroad 
Labor Boamd, relying on this lawful tribunal to correct any errors that it may have made which you 
believed to be against your interests, rather than to resort to a long drawn out contest which must 
mean losses and suffering for you and your families and great inconvenience, for the public. 


We must recognize that the public interest rises above the individual interest of the railroads or 
of their employees. We are all justly proud of our government but if we override its institutions by 
violence it cannot long be relied upon to protect us. 


The primary responsibility of the Central of Georgia Railway Company is to ‘furnish uninter- 
rupted transportation to the public. In order to accomplish this we must re-establish our shop forces 
and I invite and earnestly advise you to return to the positions you have abandoned. Those who re- 
port for duty not later than the usual starting time Tuesday, August 1st, may do so with the re- 
sumption of full seniority. Those returning after that time, if accepted, will rank as new employees. 


The public prints state, apparently upon authority, that question of seniority is now the only 
etumbling block to an agreement. If this is true, there is no issue between this company and your- 
selves. The door is open for your return, and if you do not avail yourselves of the opportunity it will 
not be on account of restrictions affecting your own situation. You should ask yourselves if it is your 
obligation to protect your own interests and those of your families, or to attempt to protect the inter- 
ests of men elsewhere who have already lost their seniority. I Say to you in all sincerity that I do not 
believe railways which have hired new men, after due notice to their old employees, will ever consent to 
discharge those men and restore seniority to those who went on strike. 

I ask that you accept this advice in the same friendly spirit in which it is offered. We bear no 
hostility toward those who have left the service and desire to hold our old employees together 
that in them we have a valuable asset.

when not in use, and is easy to clean. 
It also provides for the necessary 
ventilation. 

If a basket is used, it should be 


lined with paraffin paper, to present 
the food from drying in warm weath- 


er and to keep it dry in damp weath- 
er. Baskets do not, ordinarily, make 
successful lunch boxes. 

Folding paper boxes are often good, 
although they must be changed often. 
or they absorb odors quickly. 

One of the latest types of lunch 


boxes on the market contains a vacu- 
um bottle in a separate little compart- 


ment, and this is not only an excellent 
addition to a picnic or a school lunch, 
but is a handy tin container, easily 
ventilated and aired and light and 
compact to carry.

AtM cider Trial 
Held in Secret 


Montgomery, Ala., July 27.—A. 
Portis McKeithen met his death in a 
lonely dell six and-one-half miles west 
ef Montgomery last Thursday after- 
noon as a result of a pistol shot 
wound fired without homicidal or sui- 
cidal intent. Mildred Brewer, sixteen 
and one-half-year-old girl, charged 
with the murder, is not guilty of the 
charge, but is adjudged a ward of 
the state and placed in the custody of 
her mother to report weekly to the 
juvewile court of Montgomery county. 

These are the outstanding develop- 
ments following the trfal of the Brew- 
er girl in the court of Judge J. 
Holloway, of the juvenile court of 
Montgomery county, Wednesday after- 
noon, Judge Holloway adhered to 
his previously published statement 
that he would hold the trial in secret. 
but Temple Seibels, Montgomery coun- 
ty’s solicitor, Wednesday evening gave 
The Montgomery Advertiser a succinct 
synopsis of the evidence introduced at 
the hearing, which resulted in the 
declaration that Mildred Brewer is 
a ward of the state of Alabama and 
must remain for the present at least, 
under the jurisdiction of the juvenile 
court. 


Girl’s Story. 

Mildred Brewer in her testimony in 
juvenile court, told that Portis Mc- 
Keithen was killed by his own re- 
volver. She detailed the love affair 
between herself and McKeithen. She 
stated that when she had refused to 
do the bidding of McKeithen, that he 
pulled his revolver, cocked it, seized 
her by the waist and said he would 
kill ‘her ang then kill himself. She 
testified that when he raised his hand 
with the revolver that she tried to 
grab the pistol and that in the scuf- 
fle, the pistol] was discharged and 
that she could not say whether he or 
she pulled the trigger. 

With the public excluded from the 
courtroom, the hearing opened behird 
closed doors shortly after 3 o'clock. 
There were probably a few more than 
20 persons admitted te the courtroom, 
including court attaches, attorneys, 
members of the sheriff's foree and 
relatives of Mildred Brewer and A. 
Portis McKethein. 

Miss Brewer was taken from the 
county court to the juvenile court 
on South Pryor street, a distance of 
approximately a block in the automo- 
bile of Sheriff John L. Scogin. The 
few minétes that intervened from the 
time she arrived until the case was 
called were spent by Miss Brewer in 
the office of the probation officer of 
the court, directly opposite the door 
leading to the court chamber. 
Photographers Barred. 
Efforts of reporters to take a snap- 
shot of Miss Brewer as she entered 
the courtroom from the office of the 
probation officer were frustrated and 
prevented by the court. Upon step- 
ping into the corridor from the office, 
where Miss Brewer was waiting for 
court to eonvene, Miss Emma Mac: 
Millan, probation officer, “discovered” 
a reporter with a camera and excitedly 
called to Judge Holloway in the court- 
room that some one was present with 
a camera. The judge thereupon for- 
bade the making of photographs and 
communicated his order to the reporter 
via the sheriff. J 

A moment later Miss Brewer was 
escorted into the courtroom, where 4 
scanty few had been permitted to 
assemble for the hearing. The door 
was closed after visitors and newspa- 
per men had been invited to vacate 
the room. However, in view of the 
announced intention of Judge Hollo- 
way to hold a private hearing in the 
ease, there were few spectators 1” 
the juvenile court quarters when the 
hearing opened.

Intelligent Care 
Makes Cotton Thrive 
In Valdosta Section 


Valdosta, Ga.,- July: 27.—(Special.) 
What intelligent cultivation and sys- 
tematic poisoning with calcium arse- 
nate will do for sea island cotton, the 


growing of which was thought to be 
eternally doomed when the boll wee- 
vil invaded this section four years 
ago, is adequately shown at the sea 
island cotton experiment station near 
Hahira, in this county. 

B. M. Gaddis, director of the sta- 
tion, in addition to the experimental 
check plats, has a 15-acre field of. 
sea island cotton which expert cotton- 
growers believe will make a bale to 
the acre. The seed planted by Mr. 
Gaddis is of an early m. ring va- 
riety, which represents a growing 
period several weeks shorter than see 
island cotton has formerly required, 
The stalks are now bending to the 
ground with fully-matured bolls. 

Six dustings of calcium arsenate 
have thus far been applied to the cot- 
ton, the cost of the poison amounting 
to a little less than $2.75 per acre. 

No expensive or out-of-the-ordinary 
methods of cultivation have been em- 
ployed.
